W  ash  i  wo  Ton,  D.  0.,  May  7, 1894. 

Well,  Ooxey’s  army  has  been  la  Waab* 
lugtoa  a  weak.  They  a re  oaoped  in  a 
spot  that  physicians  declare  to  be 
dangerous  to  health  and  Ufa,  and  from 
which  Ooxsy  has  removed  his  horses; 
but  aoae  of  the  five  hundred-odd  men 
beve  died,  although  some  of  them  have 
had  to  be  aeut  to  the  hoepltal.  The  re¬ 
ceipt#  from  admleeloos  to  tbe  camp— 
twenty-five  cents  la  charged— and  from 
Individual  contributions  Lavs  so  far 
bees  sufficient  to  feed  the  meo,  but  as 
both  have  begun  to  fall  off  sad  the 
number  of  men  la  camp  la  constantly  In¬ 
creasing,  this  condition  of  affairs  may 
not  last  much  looger.  Large  accession* 
to  the  army  are  expected  this  week. 
There  basyOot  been  tbe  slightest  dis¬ 
turbance  between  the  police  and  the 
ariuy  since  the  arrant  of  Ooxey,  Browse, 
and  Joaes  for  attempting  to  speak  on 
the  Capitol  steps.  Tbe  police  court  has 
been  crowded  for  three  days  to  bear 
their  trial,  and  they  have  had  as  coun¬ 
sel,  besides  local  lawyers.  Senator 
Aiieu,  and  Repreaentativas  Pence,  of 
Colorado;  Hudson,  of  Kansas;  Sibley, 
of  Pa. ;  Haines,  of  Nebrsak* ;  and  Van 
Voorhla,  of  Naw  York. 

Tbe  Democrata^promlee  that  all  of 
tbe  proposed  amendments  to  the  tariff 
bill  shall  be  made  public  this  week,  and 
claim  that  they  have  forty-three  votes — 
a  majority— pledged  to  the  amended 
Mil.  but  UM*  claim  la  disputed,  aa  It  la 
now  jiatt  the  Louisiana  beaators  will 
b*  impelled  by  the  Legislature  that 
meets  on  tbe  16th  last,  to  take  tbelr 
choice  between  refusing  to  vote  for  tbe 
tariff  bill,  uulesa  a  duty  of  two  ernts  a 
pound  la  put  upon  sugar,  or  being  sup¬ 
planted  by  two  mea  wbo  will  do  as  re¬ 
quired.  Both  of  tbeee  Senators  were 
appointed  by  tbe  Governor  to  All  uun- 
plred  terms;  both  wish  to  succeed  them¬ 
selves,  sod  tbe  Legislature  will  decide. 
It  la  another  uncertainty  added  to  tboee 
already  existing. 

Tbe  House  Committee  on  Railways 
and  Canals  was  so  favorably  Impressed 
with  tbe  project  of  bulUlleg  e  canul  be¬ 
tween  tbe  Ohio  River  and  Laks  Erie 
that  It  ordered  e  favorable  report  oo 
the  bill  appropriating  110,000  for 
preliminary  survey  of  tbe  prn|.oeed 
route.  Erie,  N.  Y.,  ao<V  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
are  to  be  tbe  tei m Inals  of  lb#  canal. 

It  dona't  take  much  to  make  a  Sena 
tor  or  Representative  laugh,  particular¬ 
ly  whea  Congress  Is  la  eeeelon.  There¬ 
fore,  when  Dr.  McCaadleea  ef  Pittsburg 
sent  to  Senator  Quay,  by  a  page,  a 
neatly  bound  book  bearing  In  big  gold 
letters  the  Utle  “What  Congress  Has 
Done.’*  oo  one  who  naw  the  transaction 
was  surprised  te  ee^*«T.  Quay  laugh. 
Later  he  seat  tbe  book  to  Vice-President 
Stevenson,  wbo  aJau  laugh#*!,  and  wbo 
In  turn  sent  the  book  to  Senator  Peffer. 
Tba  book  kept  on  until  It  had  made  the 
round  of  tbe  Senate  chamber  and  every¬ 
body  bad  laughed  at  It,  yat  It  contained 
no  printed  Joke;  In  tact.  It  oooteioe** 
nothing  except  bleak  leevea,  thus 
showing  that  Us  title  wee  aptly  cboeea. 

The  House  Committee  ou  Poet -office# 
sad  Poet-roads  has  heard  arguments  la 
favor  of  tbe  bills  now  before  that  com¬ 
mittee  providing  for  tbe  government 
ownership  and  coptrol  of  all  telegraph 
lines,  by  A.  L.  Randall,  Chairman  of 
tbe  Iaternatloeei  Typographical  Com¬ 
mittee;  Samuel  Go  capers.  President  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor; 
Gardiner  G.  Hubbard,  of  Washington ; 
8.  H.  Bell,  Secretary  of  the  International 
Typographical  Union;  and  Representa¬ 
tive  Blair,  of  N.  H.  The  committee  has 
taken  no  formal  notion,  but  tbe  impres¬ 
sion  exists  that  a  majority  of  It#  mem¬ 
bers  are  opposed  to  the  Jdea  embraced 
In  these  bills. 

Tbe  first  Congressional  pay-day  since 
It  was  decided  to  enforce  the  old  law 
compel  I  lag  a  member  to  oertlfy  the  num¬ 
ber  of  days  he  we#  absent  during  the 
month  passed,  and  providing  that  he 
shall  be  dooked  for  every  day  of  absence 
without  leave  aad  not  caused  by  sick¬ 
ness,  demonstrated  several  things : 
First,  aad  probably  most  important, 
that  there  are  members  of  the  House 
who  deliberately  reported  themeelvee 
present  when  they  were  not  and  did  not 
stay  away  on  account  of  sickness.  In 
•rder  to  escape  having  their  pay  docked ; 
•econd,  that  the  law  Is  very  unpopular 
members  whose  absenteeism  has 
marhed;  third,  that  an  attempt 
le  to  he  made  to  show  that  the  law  la 
so  longer  la  fores. 

The  report  of  the  Bub-Committee  of 
the  Hones  Judtolavy  Committee  that  In¬ 
vestigated  the  notorious  strike  orders 
leaned  by  Judge  Jeakiae  la  a  curious 
document,  aad  reflects  no  great  credit 
upon  those  who  signed  It.  After  say¬ 
ing  that  the  orders  were  “n  gross  abuse 
•f  the  power  of  the  oourt ;  were  support- 
•fl  by  neither  reason  dot  authority ;  were 
beyond  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Judge, 


and  were  therefore  void,”  It  naively 
adds  that  the  Judge  la  exonerated  from 
any  oorrupt  Intention.  If  the  quota¬ 
tion  above  le  ooneot,  tbe  Judge  deserves 
Impeachment  either  for  oorruptaee#  or 
for  in  competency.  Tbe  report  reads 

like  an  attempt  to  straddle ;  to  plem 
the  labor  organisations  by  denouncing 
the  strike  orders,  and  tbe  friends  of  the 
Judge  by  exonerating  him.

This  power  of  forming  mental  Images 
appear*  to  vary  iqr  strength  among  indi¬ 
viduals  to  a  coius^ilcnihle  degree.  Natu¬ 
rally  we  should  expect  to  find  it  power¬ 
ful  in  poets  and  artiste  Charles  Dick¬ 
ens  has  himself  told  ns  that  he  actually 
"sow"  his  creations  as  he  wrote,  and  M. 
Taine  mentions  a  painter  who  only  look¬ 
ed  at  an  object  vrtiiV  he  sketched  its 
outline  and  was  able  to  fill  in  the  colon 
from  the  image  of  it  in  his  mind.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  are  people  of  equal 
intelligence  who,  being  unable  to  see 
such  mental  images  themselves,  have 
doubted  their  existence,  and  Mr.  Fran¬ 
cis  Galtou  has  shown  that  habits  of  ab¬ 
stract  thought,  such  as  men  of  science 
and  philosophers  indulge  in,  are  apt  to 
weaken  the  capacity  of  forming  mental 
piotnr*  s. 

Mr.  Kirkpatrick  of  Winona,  Mink., 
an  axi*crimental  psychologist,  has  made 
a  smics  of  observation*  on  this  phenom¬ 
enon  with  the  help  of  his  classes.  The 
schnlan*  were  asked  to  write  down  jast 
what  c.uue  into  their  minds  when  cer¬ 
tain  familiar  words,  such  a*  “book. " 
“tree,  ”  “church,”  were  called  out,  and 
the  am  wen*  were  carefully  investigated. 
He  found  that  the^iusjority  of  the  stu¬ 
dent*  formed  distinct  images  of  the  ob¬ 
jects  corresponding  to  the  words,  and 
the  n*t  furmed  indistinct  images,  with 
a  few  exception*,  who  seem  to  have  In¬ 
dulged  in  philosophical  abstractions. 
The  word  “book,”  for  example,  called 
up  visions  of  a  Bible,  a  dictionary,  a 
novel,  in  all  (rot  a  few  scholars,  who 
thought  of  “food  for  the  mind”  or  “tbe 
thoughts  of  some  person.”  The  word 
“true  was  rejuveentod  by  some  kind  of 
tree,  more  especially  the  illustrious  cher¬ 
ry  tr***'  which  George  Washington  out 
down  Th**  word  “church”  usually 
evuked  a  picture  of  some  church  in  the 
vicinity,  but  some  of  the  hearers  thought 
of  a  “religious  organisation.  ”  It  is  ev¬ 
ident  from  his  rtwulu  that  most  people 
are  “visualizer*”  in  thinking,  while  a 
few  an*  “non  visuali  sera.  ”  The  ten  den
